With all
our favorable disposition towards the loeal
militia, we ean but regret their present coundi-
tion., Judging from preseat prospects, there
will be copsiderably fower men in the ranks of
the First Division on the 50th of this month than
there were last May. There are too many
generals in our militia, A major-general, four
brigadicrs, and thirty orpamental stafl oflicers
are too many to command two thousand pri-
vates,

uew building of the Tradesmen’s Nationul Bank
is now abont Lo be erected ona lot now occu-
Jn'urd by two old buildings on the east side of
Lhird street, above Carter's alley.

The Bupreme Court has delivered a decision
at Harrisburg which s of considerabls jmpor-
tance to Phlladelpbiang, in the case of Parker
and Watts vs. Robert Fox, the latter belng the
proprietor of the American Theatre. The
decision not only dls]nmuewn him of the pro-
periy but also compels him to make restitution
to n considerable amount to the estate to which
the property belongs. The case has
in the courts for over a vear, and the
clusion was not reached uontil eeveral
since. It sppears that on Febroary 27,
18G4, Isanc jrown Parker, the owneor
of the Continental Theatre, loased it to Mr. Fox
for a term of five yoars, until March 31, 1860 at
a yearly rental of $3000, o be paid In quarterly
Instalments, apd in addition Mr. Fox was to
pay all the taxes, charges for licenses, fees, as-
FESSIDEnTE, Wwaler rents, for gns consumed on
the premises, aud all to be paid within the time
required by law. Mr. Parker died on SBeptember
19, 1865, and in his will designated John Brown
Parker and Frederiek Watts as his exeoutors.

On March 31,
1865, at the expiration of the lease, Mr.
Fox was notitied to quit the premises,
le continued in possession until

July 1, 1869, when Mr. Parker, acting for hia
colleague Mr, Watts, cotered sait before Alder-
wen Plankinton and Boswell for the possession
of the premizes. Alter a tull hearing the alder-
men ordered Mr. Fox to deliver up the premises,
and diretted the 8herifl to diawa jury to declde
the question of restitution. Aecordivgly the
inquisition assembled and awarded damages
againet Mr. Fox—For the unjust detention of
the property, 8016:°66; for Laxes, #1600: for gas
consumed, §101°08: and for waler rent, £26-35:
besides the costs of the #nit.

In reply Mr, Fox, by counsel, appeared In the
Court of Common Pleas and filed the following
exceptions to the decree of the aldermen: —
First. Because the sull was jmproperly
brought, by the executors, for the possession of
the real eslate,

Second, Beeanse the notice to guit was signed
by only one of the exceutors, and therefore
defective.

Third. Becanse the defendant was nol sum-
moned as required by law.

Fourth. Beeause the Sheriff did not summon
freeholders, as required by the act of Assembly.

Fifth. Because the damages were excessive,
and given for other objects than the unjust de-
tention of the premises.

Sixth. Because the record does nol show all
the facts necessary to give jurisdiction.

The reasong were argned on December 31,
1800, the Court sustuined the exceptions, and
reversed and set aside the judgment.

On the foilowing day the case was taken to
the Supreme Court, and after argnment at Har-
risburg Jodege Read reversed the decision of the
Court below, and ordered restitation to be pald
immedintely.
